There — 
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A Sense of Perspective 


Ina sharp exchange of opinion expressed in letters 
published in recent weeks inthe NEWS REVIEW dis- 
cussion has centered on whether GHI-or any cooper- 
ative organization for that matter should engage in 
activiteis beyond the function for which it was estab- 
lished. In the case of GHI, it has been argued that 
the housing corporation should confine itself to the 
management of the present homes and the servicing 
of its members and that it is 'none of its business" 
to engage in activities beyond this function. Unfor- 
tunately, the letters both pro and con became in- 
volved in a welter of charges and countercharges 
that have overlooked the immediate practical prob- 
lem which. led to the-controversey. In the interest 
of bringing the original points of contention back in- 
toperspective, we would like to outline what we con- 
ider to be the major issues at stake. 





The main question that has led to the dispute is 
what action should be taken be the GHI board in re- 
gard to the six isolated parcels of GHI land now ly- 
ing idle. As we seeit, there are three possible 
courses of action. One is to allow the land to re- 
mainidle. The argument here might be that it would 
promote the city's unique feature of large open spots 
of greenery. On the other hand the land would re- 
main a tax burden to GHI and its members. 

A second choice would be to sell the land outright 
to private parties. This mightbe a simple and clean 
solution, except that past experience in Greenbelt in 
selling land to outside business concerns interested 
more in profits that benefit to the community in- 
clines us to be dubious about such transactions. 

This leads to the logical conclusion the GHI itself 
should promote the use of this land in a way that 
would brong maximum benefit to the members and the 
community. We can assume that it was this goal that 
motivated the GHI board over a year ago to appoint a 
a special landuse committee to investigate potential, 
uses of the vacant land. 


The land committee suggested in a report last 
July that the following types of development might be 
worthy of consideration: housing for senior citizens, 
a motel, a combination high-rise apartment house 
and prefessional building, a garden-type two-story 
apartmentproject, and use of isolated lots for free- 
standing homes. 


Many problems of construction , financing andman-- 
agement must be worked out before any of these pro- 
jects can take firm shape. One of the major issues 
needing to be resolved is the extent to which the co- 
rpotation willtake responsibility for the actual con- 
struction and financing of the projectsor the extent 
to which the corporation will merely lease the land 
for its development in accordance with the GHI-pre- 
scribed controls and standards.

Zubkoff ''Spaceman’’? 


OPEN LETTER TO HARRY 
ZUBKOFF: 


We have only the word of the 
Soviet Union that Major Gagarin 
cruised briefly into outer space. 
From the evidence in your last 
letter you must have exceeded 
his feat by ‘many thousands of 
miles. 

Where else but from outer 
space could figures like ‘‘one- 
million, three million, four mil- 
lion’’ (BINGO!) be obtained, or 
even seriously entertained, in 
relation to the resale or deve- 
lopmental profit on Greenbelt 
vacant land? 

No, Spaceman, 1 cannot dig- 
nify your figures with an an- 
swer-guess I’m just an earth- 
bound clod when I try to con- 
fine my imaginings to practical 
projects for the benefit and pro- 
fit of the community. 

Yes, profit, in its best and 
broadest sense. Not profit that 
will make you or me or any 
EXPERIENCED BUSINESSMAN 
wealthy - at the expense of others 
- but financial gains, benefits 
(call them what you will) for the 
benefit of all. You seem dis- 
gruntied that your GHI board 
hasn‘t lost money to prove your 
point. You are lucky it hasn’t 
interpreted non-profit as a man- 
date to lose money. You belong 
to one of the strongest housing 
cooperatives in the country and 
it didn’t get that way by acci- 
dent! 

Incidentally, GHI is almost un- 
ique among housing cooperatives 
(which criticize us as non-co- 
operative) in allowing you to sell 
at a profit - ANY profit.. GHI 
restricts only resales made with- 
in two years of control specula- 
tion and profiteering-for your 
protection. 

The policy of dividing the va- 
cant land of Greenbelt into par- 
cels was followed as far as 
practicable. There might have 
been two or three more such 
parcels, but then you and your 
corporation would have been 
stuck with hundreds of acres of 
non-saleable, non-sewerable, 
non-developable property! I'd 
rather have $130,000 net cashl 

Warner - Kanter didn’t work 
out - but not to our serious dis- 
advantage. The concrete evid- 
ence of what they had done in 
Greenhills (our sister city near 
Cincinnati) was most impress- 
ive and promising, the “gray” 
(not black, and not my term) 
listing of FHA didn’t apply to us, 
and didn’t prevent the approval 
of PHA (mortgage holder). 

In paragraph 6 you say, ““The 
board displayed dismally poor 
judgement throughout its nego- 
tiations on the vacant land.’ 
In paragraph 7 you say, ‘“This 
sort of sales effort is an area 
in which GHI has a unique cap- 
ability.’ Frankly, Harry, your 
acrobatics have me winded-guess 
I’m not as agile as I used to bel 

Again-are you serious in sug- 
gesting the very thing the board 
is trying to avoid in housing for 
the elderly-a nursing home and 
all the care and welfare prob- 
lems that would involve? Have 
you read the News-Review late- 
ly-in which our percentage of 
elderly is farbelow county, state, 
or national levels? Of course, 
we have units housing elderly, 
but these are not housing built 
for the elderly-a special type 
as you well know. 

To answer your specific ques- 
tions: 

Yes, the board explored at 
length and in detail the possibil- 
ities of getting group hospital-

ization and medical policies-as 
well as mortgage insurance-for 
members. It was not possible, 
not feasible, not economical. (To 
beat a dead horse-it was only 
after the employee’s plan was 
adopted that the board was de- 
clared eligible, by the company, 
and only a minority avail them- 
selves of it.) — 

Present facilities (mostly co- 
operative) are adequate for fi- 
nancing Greenbelt Homes re- 
sales. GHI board is well a- 
ware of the situation. (It is not 
acute).

Many Greenbelt residents have 
made improvements in their 
homes, but probably no one has 
carried through such an extensive 
remodeling program oon an 
original GHI house as Hugh and 
Diane Ernisse, who are holding 
an open house on May 13 and 
14, The Ernisses began work 
on their two-bedroom ‘‘studio 
house” at 9-J Ridgein February, 
1960. Now, more than a year 
later, the remodeling is nearing 
completion. All interior walls, 
with the exception of one bath- 
room wall, have been rmoved, 
and many ingenious built-ins have 
been added. 

The project has been, almost 
without exception, a ‘“‘do-it- 
yourself’’ job, although Ernisse 
had scarcely done any carpentry 
before. So far it has cost 
about $3500, and Hugh Ernisse 
estimates that it would have cost 
between $8000 and $10,000 if pro- 
fessional help had been hired. 

Not a room in the house re- 
mains in its original condition. 
Oriental modern is the theme 
throughout, and the mood is set 
by an oriental garden and a 
colorful Chinese placque on each 
of the doors. As a visitor steps 
up onto the stoop, he notices the 
complete absence of a doorknob. 
He knocks, and the door swings 
open, apparently of its own ac- 
cord. The mechanism which 
operates the doors is an in- 
vention of Ernisse’s, and he de- 
scribes it as an “‘electric mag- 
net’’, This is only one ex- 
ample of a painstaking attention 
to detail whichis visible through- 
out the unusual house.

planks). Seven fluorescent units 
“now light the kitchen ceiling, and 
eventually they will be covered 
by white translucent plastic in 
sheets, to give a soft, diffused 
radiance. The floors downstairs 
are yof white-and-gold vinyl 
asbestos. 

A great deal of work has also 
gone into the second story, al- 
though it, too (like the firstfloor), 
is not yet finished.

A major error by Mr. Harry 
Zubkoff in his Open Letter #2 
to Bruce.

Greenbelt Gardener 


Tulips all over Greenbelt are 
still in their glory, while daff-. 
odils and the earlier bulbs have 
passed their peak. But, what to 
do with .the foliage once the 
flowers have died? In the first 
place, if flowers are expected 
again next year, this year’s fol- 


iage must be allowed to ripen - 


naturally. The leaves will grad- 
ually turn yellow and dry out, 
until by midsummer a gentle 
tug will pull them right out of 
the ground, leaving the blub be- 
‘low, filled with stored food, to 
remain dormant until the fol- 
lowing spring: This is true of 
all bulbs, If the leaves are cut 
while still green, few or no 
flowers will come up. There- 
fore, when cutting tulips for the 
house, be sure to leave most of 
the foliage behind. 

Unfortunately, ripening foliage 
is unsightly. This is the great 
disadvantage to naturalizing 
bulbs under the grass of the 
lawn, lovely though they may be 
scattered about beneath that old 
apple tree. Forhalfthesummer, 
the lawnmower must carefully 
skirt the bulb foliage, and the 
enormous grasses that spring 
up where the lawnmower cannot 
reach them must be trimmed by 
hand. This is a tedious job, 
and if it is neglected, the area 
will look rather untidy. If one 
had-a meadow that could be 
left unmown -- but not many 
.Greenbelt houses havemeadows. 

Bulbs planted inflowerbeds are 
easier to handle. The grassy 
leaves of daffodils and crocus 
may be braided together (it just 
takes a moment), and then doub- 
led over and secured with a 
twistem or rubber band. Then 
they are quite inconspicuous, es~ 
‘pecially if overplanted in such a 
way that they may be tucked be- 
neath the leaves of other plants. 
Annuals may be seeded over 
the bulbs, or young plants set 
out in May. Young chrysanth- 
emum plants set out now will 
provide a colorful fall display. 
Such overplantings do no harm 
to the bulbs themselves. The
